The  assurances  indicated  above  were  approved  by  this  Commission 
and  sent  on  the  date  shown  to  our  Biro pe an  headquarters  for  the  necessary 
processing  abroad. 

If  the  assurance  is  for  named  person  or  persons,  the  final  determi¬ 
nation  of  the  admissibility  of  the  applicant (s)  under  the  Displaced  Persons

If  the  assurance  is  for  an  unnamed  person  or  persons,  it  is 
likely  that  the  final  selection  in  Europe  will  require,  on  the  average, 
a  processing  period  of  at  least  five  or  six  months  from  the  above- 
mentioned  date.
